HISTORICAL SURVEY 


The survey of buildings in New London 
having historical or architectural val- 
ue, mentioned in the previous Bulletin, 
has been .completed and handed in. It 
will be recalled that this survey came 
as a result of a letter from Mr. 
Executive Director of New London's Re- 
development Agency, which was prompted 
by a letter he received from the State 
Development Commission. The latter is 
working closely with the State Histor- 
ical Commission on this matter of sur- 
veys. | 

The time consuming research and photo- 
graphing took months, but has, we be- 
lieve, produced a valuable reference, 
a document which will be of use in the 
preservation of our antiquities and our 
buildings of architectural value. The 
committee endeavored to pick places of 
prime importance. Markers were also

GUIDELINES FOR HISTORIC PRESERVATION 


Since historical societies are asked 
from time to time to give suggestions 
regarding the preservation of buildings 
of historical or architectural value, and 
often take the lead in supporting such

preservat iow, it is pertinent that we 
become familiar with the guidelines that 
indicate the importance or lack of im- 
portance of structures in question. 

Under date of June, 1966, the Federal 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, of which Robert C. Weaver is 
Secretary, published a document entitled, 
"Preserving Historic America!', The fol- 
lowing excerpt is from an article in 
that document. The article was headed, 
"Guidelines for a Successful Local 
Historic Preservation Program'!, [t said 
in part: 

HA structure or area should have out- 
Standing historical and cultural signif- 
icance in the nation or in the State, 
region, or community in which it exists. 
Such significance is found in: 

Historic structures or sites in which 
the broad cultural, political, economic, 
or social history of the Nation, State 
or community is best exemplified, and 
from which the visitor may grasp in 
three-dimensional form one of the larger 
patterns of the American heritage. 

Structures or areas that are identified 
with the lives of historic persomages or 
with important events in the main cur- 
rents of national, state or local history. 

Structures or areas that embody the 
distinguishing characteristics of an 
arcnitectural type-specimen, inher- 
ently valuable for a study of a period- 
sty!ie or method of construction; or a 
neteble work of a master builder, de- 
signer or architect whose individual 
genius influenced his age. Mere antiq- 
uity is not sufficient basis for selec-~- 
tion of a structure for permanent pre- 
servation, but can be a factor if other 
more significant examples have dis- 
appeared or if the building forms a 
part of an especially characteristic 
section of a given community. Smaller 
structures, such as the first squared- 
loq cabins or the sod houses of the 
picneers, may be as important relatively 
as the mansions of the past. 

Structures or sites of archeological 
interest that contribute to the under- 
Standing of aboriginal man in America."

[In one instance, the New London City 
Council recently asked for public opinion 
on the question of whether or not the 
Winthrop Statue should be moved, 

In another instance, a Senate bill and 
a House bill for preservation of historic 
structures and landmarks were filed in 
the Connecticut General Assembly, 

We should be glad that we live ina 
country where the individual is important, 
and his opinion for or against is taken 
seriously. When it is appropriate, we 
should not hesitate to make our stand 
known in a dignified manner backed by a 
Sincere desire to be helpful.
